Let us look into the history of our trade 
for a few years past, and we will see most 
encouraging signs o f the times, notwith­ 
standing wheat and barley are dowo, and 
oats ars fifteen cents a bushel. For five 
years before the panic, the balance of trade 
against the United States was over IOO 
millions of dollars, that is to say, WO 
bought of men in foreign countries that 
much more than we sold, which we 
had to pay in tne 
money ot 
the 
world—gold. Bat how do matters stand 
now ? Why, in 1877, we sold to foreign 
countries of our gram and manuiactured 
articles, 247 millions of dollars worth, and 
that amount of money was paid to tbii 
country in gold. We exported 89 million 
bushels of wheat in 1873, but 72 millions 
for the year ending J one 30,1878. OI cot­ 
ton, we exported 1,200, million pounds 
in 1873, and 1,600 million In 1878; and 
strange as it may seem, we exported 126 
million yards of ootton cloth in 1878, and 
only 13 millions in 1873! This shows 
What we are doing with our cotton goods 
—•hipping them to England, the very 
manufacturing centre of the world! In 
1873 we exported 31 million pounds or 
beef, and in 1878 the amount reached 92 
millions. For eight months of 1873, the 
excem of exports of the United States over 
Imports, was only 38 million dollars, bot 
for the eight months of 
1878, ii reached 
188 millions. These figures are powerfully 
significant, and show that American labor 
is now employed to create products for 
foreign markets.

Preservation of Meat.
